St. Johns. May 16.—^he prospects 
that the U S. Dirigible C-5 would be 
the first balloon, and possibly'

The American destroyer, Edwards, 
which pursued the. "blimp” after 
she 
broke from her moorings and drifted 
oyer the ocean last night, reached the

Why You Should Vote For the 
PAVING ISSUE 
ON MAY 20th 


In presenting the argument it is use­ 
less to say that the streets do not need to 
be paved at some time in the very near 
future, both from the standpoint of econ­ 
omy and convenience. The point though 
that we must realize is that they should 
be paved at once. The reasons being: 


1. To employ the returned soldiers 
and those men who have been laid oft’ be­ 
cause of the transition from war times to 
peace time. It is true that there will he 
enough work over the country to take 
care of labor, but we want our men to re­ 
main with us and to prove it we must give 
them employment. 


2. To cut out the waste of public 
funds in attempting to maintain gravel 
streets, that are not fit nor capable of 
hearing up the very heavy traffic that 
they are now subjected to. 
The cost of 
properly maintaining the gravel streets 
included in the proposed paving would be 
at least $5000.00 a year plus the cost of 
replacement every ten years and right 
now they would have to be rebuilt before 
proper maintenance is possible. The city’s 
share of the big paving scheme is only 
$3,000.00 a year for ten years—then the 
streets are completely paid for and the 
cost of keeping them up is practically 
nothing. 


3. The city needs to have its sani­ 
tary and storm sewers extended and if 
the paving is done this much needed im­ 


provement w ill be done and its cost is in­ 
cluded in the city’s share of $25,000. 
There are some very filthy places in cer­ 
tain parts of town, but neither city nor 
property owner can do much towards im­ 
provement until a sewer system has been 
provided. 


4. The city’s debt is now so low that 
it ean not be said that the city is not fi' 
nancially able to handle the work. At 
present the total net indebtedness of the 
•ity is $108,000.00 or $10.80 per capita. 
The average over the United States is 
$41.70, the highest is $126.00 and the low­ 
est $2.76. 


In 1924 this city will have completely 
cleaned up the old debts—those disgrace­ 
ful debts that were incurred in the begin­ 
ning of the city and which were carried 
along for forty years with no attempt to 
pay them. At present no debts are con­ 
tracted without a provision for keeping 
up the interest and for making full pay­ 
ment of the entire debt long before the 
expiration of the useful life of such im­ 
provement. 


5. To those who live off the streets 
to be paved the entire cost is 30c per year 
for ten years on each $1,000.00 of proper­ 
ty valuation and you permit of the much 
needed improvements and thereby fur­ 
nish $129,000 for labor out of the $200,000 
which will be spent.
